1,000 SEEK BANDITS 
“IN SAN FRANCISCO 


Machine Guns Are Posted and 
Speed Cars Are Held Ready 
for Murderous Raiders. 











PAIR KILLED 3, WOUNDED 5 


Depredations Throughout City 
_. Are Believed to Be “Killing

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12 .—More 
1,000 detectives, policemen and 


spéedy automobiles carrying shotgun 
and machine gun squads were posted 
at strategic points throughout this city 
tonight in readiness for the reappear- 
ance af two bandits who within a few 
hours last night shot and killed three’ 
men and shot and slugged five others.. 

In addition, a thorough search was 
still in progress of hotels and rooming 
houses, so-called ‘“‘soft drink’ estab- 
lishments and the known haunts of 
criminals and drug addicts. Federal 
agents were interested in the narcotic 
phase, as the belief was expressed that 
the men may have been under the in- 
fluence of a drug when they went on 
their orgy of killing. 

Another Federa) agency, the Prohibi- 
tion Department, joined the hunt. Op- 
eratives said that they were searching 
for four men, two of them known to 
the department, who recently came 
here from Kansas City and who have 
been engaged extensively in hi-jacking. 

They expressed the belief that when 
the four men arrived here the party 
“split, two remaining here and two 
going to another city. It was recalled 
that the bandits last night asked one 
of their victims if his establishment 
was a ‘“‘bootleg parlor,’’ and that one 
of the men appeared to be under the 
influence of liquor. 

Walter Swanson, a taxi driver, was 
the first victim of the bandits. He 
was shot to death and, after one of 
the slayers had donned the taxi driv- 
er’s clothing, the body was thrown 
over a viaduct. The bandits took 
Swanson’s cab and continued their 
depredations. 

They entered a restaurant and shot 
and wounded Louis Fernandez, a cook, 
when he resisted an attempt to rob the 
cash register. The gunmen then went 
across the street to a. filling station 
and shot and killed Jack Duane, a 
night watchman, and wounded C. W. 
Johnson, station attendant, and R. H. 
Hayden. 

Police discovered the body of Frank 
Petrovitch in another section of the 
city. Petrovitch, a steam shovel oper- 
ator, was shot to death as he strolled 
along the sidewalk. Lust for killing 
apparently was the only motive for 
slaying Petrovitch, as he had not been 
robbed. 

Next the bandits encountered Alvin 
Anderson, a seaman, and Stephen 
Walker, and beat them both after rob- 
bing them.

Negro Saves Workman 


From Shifting Sand; 


Refuses to Be Rescued First When Aid Comes 





By scooping away sand from the 
face of William Reinet for half an 
hour yesterday, Benjamin Langford, a 
negro laborer, saved his fellow-work- 
man, who is white, from being smoth- 
ered to death in a shifting 100-foot 
sand pile at West Nineteenth Street 
and Coney Island Creek, Brooklyn. 
Langford himself was buried to the 
waist, and both were eventually res- 


cued by Fire Rescue Squad No. 2 with 
a block and tackle. 

Reinet, who is 31 years old and 
lives at 6 Liberty Place, Weehawken, 
N. J., had slipped from the crest of 
the pile and rolled into an artificial 
pit formed by the sand and an ad- 
joining mound of crushed stone. No 
sooner had be come to rest at the 
bottom than the sand started to shift. 
Before he could regain his feet and 
struggle out of the amphitheatre he 
was buried to the neck. 

Seeing the plight of his companion, 
Langford, who lives at 135 Albany 
Avenue, Brooklyn, scrambled to his 
aid. The sand kept pouring in from 
above, and Langford had to work like 





mad to keep Reinet from going under. 
Meanwhile he shouted 
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*‘police,’’ Advt. 


“help,” “‘fire’’ and everything else cal- 
culated to arouse the attention of per- 
sons in the near-by street. 

But tthe deluge only increased in 
velocity, and Langford was -growing 
tired. The fight was just becoming 
hopeless when a policeman in the 
street heard the calls. 

Battalion Chief Michael Shanahan. 
was summoned with Fire Rescue 
Squad No. 2. When the.Chief peered 
into the arena, he saw the negro, a 
puffing automaton, frantically brush- 
ing sand from Reinet’s head. A tem- 
porary scaffolding was rigged up and 
a rope lowered. Langford was told to 
“‘grab the rope,’”’ but he refused and 
fastened it under Reinet’s arms. 
When Reinet had been drawn to safe- 
ty the negro allowed himself to be 
hoisted from the pit. 3 
Both men were exhausted. They 
were revived with a stimulant and al- 
lowed a day off by their employers, 
the M. J. O'Hara Contracting Com- 
pany. : :

He has charged that 
he received $2,500 to drop his efforts 
to solve the mystery. 

Henry de ia Bruyere Carpender, one 
ofthe four indicted for the murder of 
Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills and the Rev. 
Dr. Edward W. Hall four years ago, 
has denied he was the man who paid 
Dickman. The other defendants in the 
murder case are Mrs. Hall and her 
brothers, Henry and Willie Stevens. 

When Dickman was brought from 
the Pacific Coast he carried with him, 
it was learned yesterday, a note, 
hastily penciled on memorandum 
paper by Parker. The latter is re- 
ported to have said in this missive 
that he was near the scene when Mrs. 
Mills and the Rev. Dr.«Hall were killed 
and to have offered to tell all he knew 
about the crime. Dickman delivered 
the note to the investigators. 

Parker’s story as it is said to have 
been told by the former State trooper 
and to have been incorporated in Dick- 
man’s affidavit is that he was in De 
Russey’s Lane together with a girl 
companion on the night of the murder. 
The new witness is reported to have 
said that he heard a woman scream, 
the sound of pistol shots and that he 
can identify certain persons who were 
present at the crime. 

It is also reported that Parker has 
said he tvas bribed, like Dickman, “to 
get out of the State.’ It has also 
been said that Parker will testify that 
his information was placed before the 
late Azariah Beekman, then Somerset 
County Prosecutor, and before Fred 
A. David,. Middlesex County detective, 
but that neither prosecutor nor detec- 
tive attached any importance to it. 


Little Known of Parker. 


Parker, except for the revelation of 
his identity and a statement from In- 
spector Underwood yesterday that 
“Mr. YV.“ would arrive in Jersey City 
very soon from the West to be ques- 


tioned by Assistant Attorney General 
Alexander Simpson, still remained an 
individual. about whom little was 
known. It has béen said that he was 
mentioned in the case four years ago, 
but if so it was in a minor connection. 

Iickman has told the authorities, it 
wes learned, that when he was first 
placed in a cell in the Alcatraz bar- 
ricks Parker occupied an adjoining 
cell. The man’s face was at first only 
vaguely familiar to the former State 
trooper, but after” some days Dickman 
said he recalled that while he was in- 
vestigating the Hall-Mills case he had 
questioned the man and that his name 
was Parker.

PARIS, Oct. 12.—From the ‘‘treasure 
tower’’ of the famous chateay of the 
Duc d’Aumale at Chantilly, now a 
national museum, burglars early this 
morning stole the famous rose diamond 
known as “‘the Grand Condé” and mil- 
lions of francs’ worth of other jewels, 
as well as jeweled ornaments, watches, 
portrait frames, bracelets and daggers, 
formerly belonging to various members 
of the French royal family. 

With two long ladders the burglars 
managed to cross the moat which sur- 
rounds the “treasure tower’ and 
seale the wall, where they broke 


It was 
only late in the morting that the rob- 
bery was discovered, by which time 
the burglars are believed to have re- 
turned to Paris by automobile.

Loot Valued at $3,000,000. 

CHANTILLY, Oct. 12 (#).—The fa- 
mous rose diamond known as ‘‘thé 
Grand Condé’’ and valued at more than 
$2,000,000 was the most precious of the 
priceless treasures stolen this morning 
from’ the Ghateau of the Duc d’Au- 
male, one of the national museums of 
France. : 

A daring band: of thieves, consisting 
of at least four men, scaled the high 
walls of the castle grounds with the 
aid of two ladders, crossed a moat and 
climbed up to the famous ‘Room of 
Gems,’’ which they looted of precious 
stones and historical ornaments. The 
intrinsic value of the objects stolen 
has been placed as high as 100,000,000 
francs ($3,000,006), while their value as 
relics of a bygone age is beyond cal- 


culation. 

Besides the rose diamond, the 
thieves took two gorgeous diamond- 
studded daggers, one of which had be- 
longed to Abd-el-Kader and the other 
to the Bey of Tunis; a cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor which Napoleon I gave 
to General Aymard in 1809; several 
bracelets,. one bearing the portrait of 
the Queen of the Belgians by a famous 
‘artist and the other bearing a cameo 
of Francis I, Emperor of Austria; and 
several watches and decorated candy 
boxes, most of them the work of cele- 
brated artisans and artists of the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries. 

The rose diamond, a heart-shaped 
stone almost. an inch long and more 
than half an inch wide, once was 
owned by the celebrated French Gen- 
eral Prince de Condé, Louis II of 
Bourbon, known as the Grand 
Condé who defeated the Spaniards 
in 1643 at the battle of Rocroi. The 
diamond remained in the Condé family 
until 1830, when it was bequeathed to 
the Duc d’Aumale, : 

Footprints and fingerprints revealed 
that at least four persons were in the 
band and also enabled the police to 
gain an idea of how the thieves went 
about the robbery. The robbers brought 
one. ladder with them and picked up 
‘another on the castle grounds. The 
Room of Gems’ which is in the gem 
tower, is on an island and has a sep- 
arate bridge over a moat. This bridge 
had been drawn up for the night and 
the intruders used a forty-foot ladder 
to cross the moat. . 

Climbing up to the second story of 
the tower where the gems were kept, 
the thieves smashed a pane of heavy 
plate glass in one of the windows and 
entered the *“‘Room of Gems.’’ They 
broke the glass lids of three showcases, 
from which they removed the diamond 
and other articles. In their haste they 
passed over many masterpieces, one an 
enamel painting by Benvenuto Cel- 
lini of inestimable value. 

The intruders apparently did not 
visit the other rooms. of the chateau,

GERMAN ALIEN QUOTA 
FOR 1927 IN DOUBT 


Oar Berlin Consal Refuses Ap- 
plications From Oct. 15 to May 
1 Pending a Possible Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (®).—Some 


doubt exists in official circles as to 
what the actual number of Germans, 
admissible to the United States ‘under 
the immigration laws, will be after 
July 1, 1927. 3 

The American Consulate in Berlin 
has announced that it will accept no 
further applications from prospective 
German immigrants from Oct. 15 to 
May 1 of next year. 

In doing this, the Consulate is acting 
tentatively on the assumption that 
President Coolidge will exercise his 
prerogative and proclaim the new 
quota by April, 1927, for Germany. It 
has been estimated, unofficially, that 
thts new quota would be about 22,000 
as compared with 51,227 under the pres- 
ent quota. . 

A special commission under authori- 
zation of the last Congress was in- 
structed to fix new quotas for immigra- 
tion after 1927, but it has not yet 
worked them out officially nor has the 
President proclaimed. the changes 
which might be madg.' In case the 
commission does not act before next 
April, the existing quotas governing 
immigration will carry over for at 
least another year. 

There is considerable doubt, however, 
as to whether the official re-rating 
will be put into effect during the pres- 
ent year or in time to affect the 
1927 immigration flow.

The delegates were stirred by Pres- 


ident Lewis of the United‘ Mine Work- 
ers, who said that he also had been 
asked to join the mission to Russia 
but had replied that he could not be 
identified with such a proposal ‘‘which 
seemed to come from a mysterious 
source.”’ 

“It is true that Coyle was one of 
those behind the movement,’’ declared 
Mr. Lewis. ‘Since. the. unhappy de- 
struction of his plans to go to Europe 
he has promoted a plan that would 
enable his Communist followers to 
seize the Miners’. Union. 

“This is not our first experience with 
their sinister attacks. In many sections 
the mine workers have been: com- 
pelled to combat the activities of 
Communist agents of Russia.”’ 

He charged that officers of the Red

Repudiates Link With Reds and Says 
Letter Was Taken From Mails. - 
Special to The New York Times, 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 12.—Albert 
F. Coyle, acting editor of the Locomo- 
tive Engineers’ Journai, tonight char- 


acterized as a ‘flagrant falsehood’’ the 
charge made today at the American 
Federation of Labor Convention at 
Detroit by John L. Lewis, President 
of the United Mine Workers, that 
Coyle was a lieutenant of William Z. 
Foster and was working with the 
Communist Party. 

He also denied Mr. Lewis’s allega- 
‘tion that the group of labor union 
executives contemplating a visit to 
Europe, including Russia, next Sum- 
mer, had connection with the Soviet 
‘Government or the Communist Party. 
He disclaimed for the delegation, which, 
he said, ‘‘is under the spossorship of 
L. E. Sheppard, President of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, and will 
include reputable executives of several 
of-the brotherhoods, as well as of 
unions affiliated with the A. F. of L.’’ 

Observing that the engineers’ broth- 
erhood is not connected with the A. F. 
of L. and that he had no desire to 
comment on the internal politics of the 
latter organization, he said: 

“It is perfectly obvious that Mr. 
Lewis’s violent and untruthful attack 
was motivated by partisan reasons to 
bolster up his own political fortunes 
in his own organization.

DEBT OPPOSITION GROWS 


Tendency Among Deputies Toward 
Ratification of Compact Now 
ts Turning Against it.

Expenditures are estimated at 39,- 
382,000,000, leaving a paper surplus of 
578,000,000 francs, which if actually 
attained must, according to the law, 
be paid into the National Sinking 
However, there are several important 
items of expenditure unaccounted for 
by the project. There is 2,627,000,000 
interest on National Defense and 
Treasury bonds which does not appear 
in the budget because the autonomous 


sinking fund created in August has the 
tull responsibility of this charge. 


Other Expenses Deducted. 


In the same manner the budget has 
been liberated of 768,000,000 operating 
expenses of the tobacco monopoly, 
while 361,000,000 postal and telegraphic 
expenses has been deducted because 
increased rates are expected to supply 
the additional figure. 

Next year’s budget was calculated on 
last year’s results, taking account of 
the exchange rate of 31 francs to the 
dollar, or 150 to the pound. This fig- 
ure is said to indicate nothing as re- 
gards eventual stabilization, but is 
merely a coefficient representing in- 
creased cost. 

M. Poincaré’s project indicates that 
the funding of the public debt will be 
effected by three categories of revenue 
—budgetary receipts, part of the Ger- 
man payments and operation of the 
autonomous sinking fund. 

The Premier likewise announces that 
indispensable measures are being pre- 
pared to solve the monetary problem, 
but he will not make these known yet 
“because in order to strengthen and 
stabilize the currency, it is above all 
necessary to prevent speculators from 
learning beforehand the plan to be 
‘ followed.”

LAUDS OUR ARCHITECTURE. 


Sir John Lavery Urges Preservation 
of Art Treasures Here.

Special Cable to Tom Naw York TiMzEs, 
LONDON, Oct. 12.—A tribute to the 
architecture of New York was paid to- 
day by Sir John Lavery, the painter, 
at a luncheon given to him and his wife 
by the English-Speaking Union. 
Referring to the present aspect of 
New York he said the city, which used 
to be a succession of enormous prison- 
like blocks, now showed newer and 


more beautiful architecture and had 
become a subject fit for the brush of 
a Turner. America had every reason 
to be proud of her architects, sculptors 
and landscape painters. 

In explanation of the fact that ultra- 
modern, or so-called ‘‘jazz painters and 
sculptors,’” received considerable sup- 
port in America, Sir John said that in 
a country ‘to which artistic failures 
from other countries had flocked for 
many years it was not surprising that 
there should be a reaction toward the 
fresh light and color of the modern 
school, even when pushed to extreme 
crudity. 

The purchase of contemporary works 
of art, he went on, was a better meas- 
ure of the people’s taste than the pur- 
chase of old masters. 
that the great European masterpieces 
in possession of America were not of 
great help in the cultivation of taste, 
but he considered modern art institu- 
tions did more for the speed of esthetic 
knowledge than.all the real or spurious 
old masters in the world. 

Sir John added a note of warning as 
to the preservation of European mas- 
terpieces of painting and tapestry in 
the United States. He said it had been 
considered necessary in this country to 
protect such treasures by glass from 
injurious atmospheric .conditions. He 
believed the overheated, dry atmos- 
phere in which oil paintings and tapes- 
tries are usually seen in America could 
not be other than 2. serious menace. 

‘In the world of art, apart from 
architecture and sculpture,” said Sir 
John, “‘America can lay claim to at 
least four great modern masters of in- 
ternational fame who have recently 
died—the painter, Sargent; the illus- 
trator, Abbey; the artist, Whistler, and 
the black-and-white artist. Pennell. No 
more distinguished exponents of their 
individual talents have lived in our 
time.

PUBLIC OFFICIALS UNDULY CRITICIZED?, 


It is regrettable that the good faith of certain 
public officials in Florida has been questioned by a high 
official of the American Red Cross because of their 


statements limiting the storm damage to actual con- | 
ditions. There is no purpose here to detract from the ad- 


mirable service performed by the American Red Cross, 
nor to impedé its collection of funds for the storm 
sufferers. It is unfortunate that calls for money for 
helping those in distress were not confined ‘to the direc- 
tions in which relief was required and not leave deduc- 
tions to be drawn of wholesale ruin or devastation of a 
city or of a community. | 


The President of this railroad has had the opportu- 
nity to judge of the public spirit of the Governor of 
Florida; of the Mayor and City Commissioners of 
Miami, and of public officials of the affected localities; 
they have earned the confidence of the people of Florida. 


‘Mayor Romfh of Miami and other public officials 
were required by the very nature of their offices 
to inform the public of the facts concerning the business, 
general conditions and the future of their respective 
communities. This was unfairly characterized as 
placing “tourist business” above the proper care of those 
in distress. 

First reports coming from the storm area were 
“creatly exaggerated.” This was the expression used 
by Florida public officials and it was properly used. 


THE RAILWAY OFFERS FACILITIES 


Upon ascertaining the necessities, the Seaboard 
Railway offered its entire facilities to the Red Cross, 
the Governor of Florida, and to all Relief Committees, 
free of cost, Seaboard wires being kept open to the 
storm area for their use. The first special Seaboard 
trains from West Palm Beach to Jacksonville carried 
1,400 women and children, other trains carrying doctors, 
nurses, medical supplies, food and workers, all with- 
out charge, to and from the affected area. 


Mr. Henry M. Baker, in full charge of Red Cross 
activities in Florida, stated: : 


““The American Red Cross has been most appreci- 
ative of the generosity and efficiency of the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway Company in handling without cost 
upon our recommendation and recommendations of 
local committees free transportation for refugees from 
the disaster area.” 


Mr. Neal F. Tyler and Mr. Elliott W. Butts, in 
charge of transportation for the relief committee at 
J — in a letter to the President of the railway, 
stated: 


“Frankly, it would have been impossible for Jack- 
sonville (transfer point for all lines) to handle these 
refugees with such quick dispatch to their points of 
destination had it not been for the fact that the Sea- 
board officials were the first on the ground in South 
and Central Florida, where the needs for transportation 
facilities were most urgent.” | | 


The President of this railroad has visited the hurri- 


cane area personally, except remote points from which -

At Hollywood, the three large hotels of modern 
permanent construction withstood the storm, with more 
or less damage local to each, two being now in operation 
and the third—the Beaeh Hotel—will be in full opera- 
tion by December: 15th: The remaining hotels in the 
Hollywood district ‘sustained damage and will be in 
operation about the same — Apartment houses, 
places of business and dwellings of modern permanent 


construction withstood the storm; the damage local to 


each has been or will be repaired by December 15th. 
flimsy construction sustained severe 
injury. — 

At Fort Lauderdale, which in some sections suffered 
considerably from the storm, it is represented that the 
damage will be repaired by December 15th and that the 
damage to structures will average approximately 20% 
of their total value. = 

In the intervening territory to Deerfield (25 miles 
south of West Palm Beach), where buildings were of 
modern construction, they suffered to the extent of 
approximately 5%. Repairs will be completed by De- 
cember Ist. : 

From Deerfield to West Palm Beach damage to 
buildings was slight,in many cases none. This applies 
to West Palm Beach-Palm Beach, to the City of Lake 
Worth and other’ places in this area. 


At Moorehaven (approximately 800 inhabitants), - 


south of Lake Okeechobee, the damage and loss of life 
was considerable-from the breaking of the levee which 
was built to protect the town from the rising waters of 
Lake Okeechobee. A permanent levee should be built 


by the State, if practicable. Every serious rise of water 


in Lake Okeechobee has damaged Moorehaven. The 
overflow inundates a large section of the Everglades 
south of Moorehaven. The death loss at Moorehaven 
was approximately 150, nearly one-half of the total 
deaths of 370 reported by the American Red Cross in 
the entire storm area. aye 

The State of Florida contains 55,000 square miles. 
The area affected by the storm covered approximately 
495 square miles confinéd to Southern Florida. A large 


part of this area was not seriously affected. 


- Florida’s citrus-fruit crop, while considerably dam- 
aged within the storm area, will equal that of last. year, 
this year’s original crop having been much larger. 

The storm fell hardest on the poorer classes of 
the communities. Within the area mentioned there 
were approximately 125 automobile camps of flimsy con- 


‘struction, without foundations and covered with canvas, 
in any hard storm = to damage. The occupants 


numbered approximately 18,000, mostly non-permanent. 
- The President of the State Board of Health has 


~ announced that there has been no case of communicable 


disease developed in the storm area attributable.to the 
storm. This effectively answers rumors to the contrary.

AN EYESIGHT SURVEY. 
Postoffice Employes and Garment 


Workers Have Poor-st Vision. 


A survey of employes’ eyesignt in 
the United States Postoffice and nine 
industries shows the highest percent- 
age of defective vision is among post- 
office and garment workers, it was 
announced here yesterday by the Eye- 
sight Congervation Council of America. 

From its offices in the T:mes Build- 
ing, Broadway. and Forty-second 
Street, the council told vf examina- 
tions made by L. R. Thompson, a sur- 
geon of the Public Health Service, and 
an analysis of his discoveries by Rollo 
H. Britten, statistician. 

The survey covered -10,000 masculine 
and 2,000 feminine workers in the 
pottery, glass, gas, foundry, steel, 
chemical, cement, sugar and garment 
industries da postoffices. It showed 
the Biased effect of age upon the 
eyesight of the workers.

Colonel Willey, who was present at 
the conference, regretted that the 
newspapers had not been taken into 
the es of the delegates, There 
had been a lot of unfounded reports 
as a consequence. 

‘There was nothing extraordinary 
about the meeting,’’ said Colonel Wil- 
ley. “Our aim was to see’ how we 
could increase the general volume of 
world trade and not to limit it. By 
such increase all are bound to profit 
and benefit. Any agreements, to be 
justified, must of.< urse be in the in- 
terests of the consumer and result 
in a downward trend of prices.” 

He mentioned that the individual 
contract which had been established 
between the prominent leaders on both 
sides of the conference’ ‘had been in- 

valuable. 

“Even among the British. such a 
coming together of such a heavyweight 
team, so to speak, of industrialists 
has never happened before in British 
history and it is all to the good. 

“TY should like to emphasize the good 
effect this conference should have on 
the United States. Economic squabbles 
in Europe discourage American invest- 
ment and this evidence of our pacific 
intentions is bound to help feeling in 
America and accelerate financial con- 
tact with European reconstruction.’ 

The unofficial committee of British 
end German industrialists set up by 
the conference already has kad its 
first meeting in London and according 
to one report decided that the most 
urgent questions for consideration are 
the extension of insurance, credit 
schemes and the present state of the 
iron and steel industries. The object 
which thése industrial leaders are 
seeking to attain, it is added, is re- 
organization of British industry on 
the linees of cartels, so — adopted 
on the Continent.

MADRID, Oct. 12.—The Government 


is reported considering cancellation of |. 


the King’s proposed visit te Barce- 
lona this month because the coast 
guards and the police have received 
information of a nature to cause anx- 
iety lest Alfonso be injured. This visit 
was promised by the King on his last 
previous visit, when Anarchists mis- 
timed and atempt .on his life, but 
court circles believe it undesirable to 
make the trip now. It is said the King 
intends to take no account of the fears 
expressed for his safety and to go to 
Barcelona on Oct. 15, as arranged but 
alteration of his plans may be urged 
upon him. If the trip is made, the 
King will return on Oct. 25 to Madrid. 

In Barcelona the King would stay 
at the Palacio Pedralves, accompanied 
by the Queen, Princesses Beatrice and 
Cristina, Duke Miranda, General Beren- 
guer, head of the military household, 
and other members of his suite. Primo 
de Rivera will attend.a meeting of the 
union patriotic at Barcelona on Oct.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The labor dele- 
gates, continuing their annual confer- 
ence at Margate today, were brought 
even more closely face to face with 
the realities than yesterday, when the 
Chairman said some plain but forcible 
things about communism.and the re- 
sults of the general strike. 

Today J. H. Thomas, ex-Minister and 
Genefal Secretary of the Railway men, 
and Ben Tillett, spokesman for the 
dockers and transport workers, took 
the floor despite all attempts to silence 
them and told why it was hopeless for 
the striking coal miners to expect the 
indieattion “2 of an embargo on foreign 
coal and impossible for other unions 
to grant them a levy. 

Tells of Rail Men’s Plight. 

Mr. Thomas begged the conference 
not to deceive the miners. At the 
moment, he zaid, there were no fewer 
than 45,000 railway men out of work 
who had been unemployed since the 
general strike, while a further 200,000 
were working three days a week only. 


' Could the railway men make further 


sacrifices? The time would come when | 
those who had to face slurs and jeers 
would speak out. For the present he 
——— silent in the interests of 


Ben Tillett said the transport work- 
ers had spent £1,000,000 on the dispute 
and now had 80,000 unemployed... A 
levy or an embargo would be impos- 
sible. As for the dockers, 60 per cent. 
of them were out of work. 

The issue was finally put beyond 
doubt by Ramsay MacDonald, who, 
amid some heckling referred scorn- 
fully to “gratuitous attacks’’ on the 
Parliamentary Labor Party and 
“clever speeches’? made by those out- 
side it. 

He confessed: that he was appalled 
by the present state of the trade union 
finances. The solution of the present 
trouble, he urged, lay in_ political 
rather than industrial action. 

The conference finally passed a reso- 
lution the effect of which will be to 
place nationalization of the coal mines 
in the forefront of labor’s election pro- 
gram. Ramsay MacDonald declared 
that had his Government remained in 
office another year he would himself 
have introduced a bill for nationaliza- 
tion of the mines. 


Miners Again Flock to Work. 


The feature of the coal situation to- 
day was a further large increase in 
the return of men to work—about 20,- 
000 compared with yesterday. The ap- 
parent temporary check on which A. 
J. Cook, the miners’ secretary, had 
congratulated himself lasted only one 


day. The energetic attempt made by 
Cook to stem the tide of returning 
workers in the Nottinghamshire and 
Derbyshire coal areas has completely 
failed and as a result he launched a 
bitter attack today on the Notting- 
hamshire leaders. He summoned a 
number of them to meet him at Way- 
side Inn and the proceedings are said 
to have been lively. 

In a speech at Basford tonight Mr. 
Cook announced that he had been in- 
formed that the Government was con- 
sidering declaring martial law in the 
Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire and Mid- 
lands areas. 

The Coal Committee of the Cabinet 
did hold a meeting today, but it was 
stated that it was not concerned with 
any development in the mining dis- 
pute. The object was to consider the 
general position of the coal supplies in 
the country and the conclusion was 
arrived at that the danger of an actual 
scarcity for essential services and do- 
mestic use was now definitely past. 

A further reduction in exports, for 
which the coal strike is iargely re- 
sponsible is shown by the official 
trade returns for September. The de- 
crease is more tban $50,000,000.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Cinemato- 
graph Exhibitors’ Association, repre- 
senting more than two-thirds of the 
British movie theatre proprietors, is 
stated to be considering action to pre- 
vent American film-prodcing com- 
panies from owning or controlling 
movie theatres in Britain.

If the audience assembled at the 
Globe last evening, for the first per- 
formance of Fred Stone’s ‘‘Criss 
Cross,’’ had seen him jump through a 
paper wall before, swing the width of 
the stage on a trapeze or leap skyward 
from one end of a concealed see-saw— 
no one seemed any the less pleased on 
that account.

But he is still the acrobat- 
trickster, flopping down a pair of 
stairs, burlesquing the hot tangos of 
Spain, rambling through a houri dance 
in sunny Algiers, always with the ab- 
surd comic twist of a smile lighting his 
features. For continuous enjoyment 
no one quite equals Fred Stone. 

Not even his daughter, Dorothy. 
Stone, who after three years’ experi- 
ence, now begins to approach the ver- 
satility of her father. As the familiar 
inzénue of musical comedy, this 
slender young lady with aquilfne fea- 
tures plays the modern Cinderella, 
modestly withal, and sings of love in 
the moonlight with Roy Hoyer, in a 
smart French uniform. Gentiemen 
prefer young ladies of her complexion. 
But Miss Stone distinguishes herself 
most in “Criss Cross’’ as a dancer, 
supple, neat and youthful. With a 
tambourine at the close of the first 
act she bangs out an amazing solo 
number—Italian, Spanish or whatever 
you wish to call it. Keeping the family 
well united, Mrs. Stone represents the 
horrid old scheming Countess de 
Pavazac, who plots against Cinder- 
ella’s Prince Charming, with no 
maternal sentiment whatsoever. So 
these three preserve the fine quality of 
the Stone entertainment. In a curtain 
speech Mr. Stone announced that there 
were other members of the family in 
the offing. He will leave no Stone 
unturned, he said. 

In addition to the members of the 
immediate family, ‘‘Criss Cross’’ ené 
joys the finished art of the Tiller 
Sunshine Girls whose national dances 
are the most polished now to be seen 
on the musicak stage. In every ap- 
pearance they show the virtue of long 
training under the direction of a defi- 
nite policy. All during the evening 
they step on gayly from the wings, as 
Spanish bullfighters with the sweep of 
shawls or as bounding Cossacks with 
arms folded proudly. And instead of 
approximating the genre of their vari- 
ous national dances, they achieve true 
representation, complete in every de- 
tail, with each appearance distin- 
guished from the last by a new spirit 
as well as new costumes. Like vir- 
tually every number in the production, 
they were applauded enthusiastically 
last evening. ' 

Mr. Stone's successive entertainments 
being all nicely related, the prologue 
to “Criss Cross’ supplies the con- 
tinuity. Characters from his previous 
extravaganzas crowd on to the stage— 
Sinbad, the fairy godmother, Ali-Baba, 
Puss-in-Boots, Humpty Dumpty, the 
Knave of Hearts and others in this 
bizarre fairy microcosm; and the prin- 
cipal character of ‘‘Chin-Chin,’’ ‘Jack 
o’Lantern,” “Tip Top,” “Stepping 


on, each with a Fred Stone mask. 
Some vague plot about a lonely girl 
in a French school carries forward 
the -successive incidents of ‘‘Criss 
Cross.“ Her rich uncle in Algiers has 
left her a fortune and a jeweled clover- 
leaf for identification. As these stage 
plot-makers will have it, the clover- 
leaf is stolen and the ycung school- 
girl nearly forced into an odious 
marriage with a fortune-seeker. All 
this time she has been in love with 
@ properly uniformed soldier. Under 
the circumstances ‘‘Criss Cross’’ jumps 


e: otic and colorful, and where Mr. 
Stone enacts considerable clownery 
around a collapsible camel. 

Mr. Kern’s able score distinguishes 
“Criss Cross’’ from pure circus enter- 
tainment. For Miss Stone and Mr. 
Hoyer he has composed “You Will— 
Won’t You’; for Miss Francis the 
sensuous “In Araby With You,” and 
for Mr. Stone the ditty “I Love My 
Little Susie,’’ all quite distinct and in 
character. The huge performance has 
beer expertly organized and decked 
out with elaborate scenery and cos- 
tumes. Mr. Stone quite properly prides 
himself upon keeping his entertain- 
ments as clean as they are enjoyable. 
And if that is not. sufficient recom- 
mendation, one may add that Mr. Stone 
wears a pair of trick glasses that weep 
tears upon sad occasions, and a trick 
mustache that bristles with defiance 
when properly coaxed.

He, of course, 
straightens out the predicaments of the 
various members of the family, and 
when it is found out that he is one of 
the Rawlings—makers of the Rawlings

The dissenting second generation 
provides the motive power for the 
homely and far from unentertaining 
comedy entitled ‘‘We Americans,” 
played here for the first time last 
night at the Sam H. Harris Theatre.

For, when the daughter of 
the Levines leaves the parental home 
for a world that understands her bet- 
ter, it is the efforts of the older gen- 
eration to close the gap that rivet the 
authors’ attention. The second act 
finds all and sundry plunged into a 
course at night school, determined to 
learn the language and customs of this 
America. 

The interlude that follows is farcical- 
ly amusing, and has even some of the 
boisterousness that attaches to musi- 
cal comedy humor. Beyond question 
the audience at the Harris last night 
was vastly entertained by all of it. 
They chose, and rightly, to accept the 
entertainment and disregard the oc- 
casional hints of social significance 
that the play contained. For here 
and there in the text, as well as by 
their choice of a title, the authors 
have plainly indicated that this is a 
play with ambitions. t ‘was 
chiefly evident last night, however, 
was that most of it was good enter- 
tainment. * 

It is in the main quite skilfully 
played.

ere were other matters not to be 

attributed merely to passing condi- 
tions, matters that bespoke the need 
of a deeper and more intimate under- 
standing among the players, such as 
the dissimilarity of the treatment of 
certain phrases when they were taken 
up by different players in turn, and 
now and again a lack of conviction in 
a retard or the taking up of a fresh 
tempo. Mr. Elman, no doubt, felt that 
he had good reason, in some pas- 
sages of the Tschaikovsky E-flat 
minor quartet, for his own nuances 
and fluctuations of pace.

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3 PUNISHING A PARTY. 

It has often been safd that American 
voters seem more moved by the 
desire to vote against a party than to 
vote for one. Just now in this State 
there is a movement of former Repub- 
licans to defeat the Republican Party 
for the avowed purpose of punishing 
it, or, as the Republicans in revolt 
gay, of “teaching it a lesson.” The 
particular. lesson which it is hoped to 
teach by the defeat of Senator Waps- 
WworTH is that it is not safe for the 
party to put up a Wet candidate. So, 
in order to compass this end, it is 
proposed to bring about the election of 
a Democrat even wetter than Waps- 
WoRTH. This result is not blinked by 
the Republicans who intend to vote for 
Mr. CRISTMAN. They take the attitude 
that they must stand by their prin- 
ciples, though the heavens fall. It is 
mot for them to be deterred by the 
immediate consequences. What they 


look to is the ultimate conversion of 


the Republican Party to the pure Dry 
doctrine. Their system of political 
punishment is intended to reform the 
criminal. 

In actual fact, how is. this plan 
going to work? The defection within 
the party from: Senator WapDsworRTH 
cannot amount to more than a small 
percentage of the Republican vote. 
This may be sufficient to defeat him, 
but what will be the problem then put 
up to the party managers? They will 
be able to say that seven-tenths or 
eight-tenths of the party vote is Wet. 
Must that strong element surrender 
to the weaker Drys?

OIL CONSERV ATION. 

One statement in the recent report 
Lof the Federal Oil Conservation Board 
the industry would plainly like to 
have printed in red letters. In a talk 
on oil conservation at Tulsa Jupson 
C. WELLIVER, 
Relations of the American Petroleum 
Institute, quoted it three times: “ The 
“major part of the measures that must 
“be taken to protect our future sup- 
“plies must rest upon the normal com-

‘|“*mercial initiative of private enter- 


“prise.” Mr. ‘\WELLIVER accepts the im- 
plied challenge. He scorns “ prophets of 
gloom.” He looks to improved processes 
to do for oil production what the cya- 
nide process did for gold production, 
and holds that science and economic 
law can accomplish more real conserva- 
tion than restrictions and regulatory 
statutes. In all this he follows the lead 
of Mr; HucHes, who, as counsel for 
the institute, has from the start urged 
the Government to pursue a hands-off 
policy, “Political action is superfi- 
“cially attractive, but difficult and un- 
“likely to succeed,” he told the board 
last Spring. “Scientific effort holds 
“the promise of the future. The 
“cracking process has done more for 
“conservation than any legislative 
“scheme could do under our Consti- 
“tution.” 

That process is at the moment a 
feature of a legal controversy vitally 
affecting the industry. ‘The Govern- 
ment. some time ago brought suit 
ageinst the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana, accusing it of forming an 
illegal combination with forty-six other 
detendant companies for the control of 
gasoline cracking processes, The com- 
any opened its defense here yester- 
cay, with counsel of a rank attesting 
the importance of the issue. Mean- 
while, the American Gas Association, 
in convention at Atlantic City, hears a 
report on national fuel resources, 
asserting that Americans are living in 
an age of “fuel folly,” m which the 
peak of oil production and oil prices 
may be reached in another two years. 
The report predicts that the use of oil 
for domestic and industrial heating 
wil! end completely, and that the dis- 
covery of new: fields and the develop- 
ment of new processes will not be suf- 
ficient to prevent our having to face a 
“real emerzency.” 


THE PAN-AMERICAN FLIGHT. 


Preparations to send a squadron of 
five army planes to Central and South 
America and the West Indies have 
been going on for several months. It 
was intended before now to give the 
signal for a start of this cruise of 
18,524 miles, but communication with 
the Governments of the countries to 
be visited in order to get their consent 
and to arrange for the reception of 
our aviators has taken considerable 
time. In August and early Septem- 
ber Lieutenant James H. Doo.iTt Le of 
the United States Army, still on 
crutches because of a fall from a plat- 
form in Santiago, gave an exhibition 
of flying to La Paz, Bolivia, and over 
the Andes to Buenos Aires. The feat 
no doubt impressed the Chileans. At 
any rate, their Government will cor- 
dially welcome the visit of Major 
Darcuss’s squadron. Secretary DAvIs 
has made this statement: 

The purpose of the flight is to 
strengthen the amicable relations al- 
ready existing among the American 
republics, to demonstrate the feasi- 
bility of aerial transportation and 
communication between these widely 
separated nations, and, finally, to 
subject the amphibian [Loening] air- 
planes to a severe service test over 
both land and water. * * * Efforts 
will not be made to attain speed rec- 
ords, stops being so arranged as to 
permit the personnel of the flight to 
visit the capitals of the nations along 
the itinerary and give opportunity 
for examination of the airplanes by 
such observers of those nations as 
may be interested in the development 
of commercial air transportation. 


While the South Americans may 
have a great deal to learn about avia- 
tion, they are not novices. Colombia 
has enthusiastically taken up flying. 
In 1925 the Sociedad Colombo-Ale-

Central and Eastern Europe give 
signs of developing a “ Locarno boom” 
of their own. As yet the steps toward 
@ reconciliation are tentative, Poland 
is preparing to address a note to Mos- 
cow suggesting a Locarno of the East, 
though it must be confessed that the 
tcne at Warsaw is truculent for a. 
message of peace. Warsaw announces’ 
its desire to live in peace with Moscow, 
provided Moscow keeps its hands off 
the Polish-Lithuanian ‘difficulty. | De- 
spite the suggestion of-a choice be- 
tween Locarnizing and mobilizing, 
there is little chance of trouble. The 
Governments at Mbscow and Warsaw 
have troubles enough at home, 

Striking is the change of sentiment 
involved in the reported offer by Yugo- 
slavia of an Adriatic free port to Hur- 
gary. It is an offer from one of the 
three succession. States which have 
taken to themselves something like 
13,000,000 out of the 21,000,000 inhabi- 
tants -of pre-war Hungary. While 
Germany, Austria and Bulgaria have 
turned their backs on the past and 
Turkey is busy with her own concerns 
in Asia, the Magyar State has nour- 
ished its grievances. Now at last it 
would seem that the spirit of “ Never, 
Never” is abating. The suggestion 
has even been put forth at Belgrade 
that Hungary might enter the Little 
Entente, whose three members hold 


nearly two-thirds of what was once 


the Kingdom of Hungary. The Buda- 
pest press replies that this can never 
happen, but progress is attested by the 
mere fact that the subject is under 
debate. 

The force that has been working for 
appeasement in the heart of Europe is 
economic necessity. A long road must 
be traveled before the tariff and navi- 
gation barriers are removed, but little 
by little there is recognition that the 
prosperity of the various nations is 
interdependent. ‘Hungary would profit 
by a port of her own. Yugoslavia 
would profit by a commercial upswing 
on her territory. Eastern Europe now 
cojducts a large part of its foreign 
commerce through ‘“ corridors,” actual 
or constructive. Poland has a physical 


| corridor to its port in the free city of 


Dantsic. Yugoslavia has a free zone in 
Greek Saloniki. Bulgaria has privi- 
leges at Dedeagatch on the Aegean. 
Now Budapest is confronted with a 
choice between Spalato, far down on 
the Dalmatian. coast, or Susak, the 
Yugoslav suburb of Fiume, over which 
the world had such a protracted case 
of nerves some years ago. 

The Locarno spirit has not banished 
old habits of mind. The mere sugges- 
tion of a rapprochement between Bel- 
grade and Budapest arouses “ uneasi- 
ness” in Italy. What will happen to 
the present Hungarian trade through 
Fiume and Trieste? Italy may be dis- 
contented, may raise difficulties, but 
the temptation must be resisted to 
shout, “Ha, another danger spot!’ 
Italy has been good friends with 
Yugoslavia since the settlement of the 
Fiume troubles, Italy has just con- 
cluded a treaty of amity with Rumania. 
If Hungary becones the friend of the 
friends of Italy, we seem to be on the 
way toward spinning a network of 
friendships that promises well for 
stability in Europe. 


ORACLES ANCIENT AND MODERN. 

Additional testimony as to the sway 
of the ancient Greek oracles, espe- 
cially the Delphic oracle of Apollo, 
has recently been brought to light in 
Northern Africa. Among the ruins of 
Cyrene, once the capital of a pros- 
perous Greek colony, an Italian ar- 
cheeologist, Professor Srivio FERRI, 
has discovered an inscription contain- 
ing responses of the oracle at Delphi 
to questions how to deal with pes- 
tilence and crime. The city was 
founded, according to tradition, upon 
the advice of this same oracle seeking 
to end a dissension in one of the 
Greek islands. Its founders were 
directed to find a “place between 
waters,” and were promised that the 
city would become “famous for its 
“golden throne and magnificent char- 
“iots.” It is known that the oracle 
was more than once consulted when 
domestic difficulties arose in the col- 
ony, and that_on one occasion the 
oracle wisely . sent. an. arbitrator 
instead of making a definite deter- 
mination. 

These newly found responses show 
that this ancient city had municipal 
problems very like our own. One was 
protecting public health against epi- 
demics and the other had to do with 
crime, The citizens of Cyrene sent a. 
delegation to Delphi. Those who have 
visited-the seat of the oracle, high 
among the steep and awesome moun- 
tains, which is reached only with dif- 
ficulty even now, will appreciate what 
effort and discomfort the early jour- 
ney must have meant. Besides, there

his own freedom. 

The modern oracles have at their 
command laboratories and libraries, as 
the ancient oracles had priests. Many 
such modern oracles, whether profes- 
sors,’ authors, editors; preachers or 
world-famed scientists, have a far 
wider sway than the Delphic oracle 
even. Peoples from all. parts of the 
globe now come, for example, to the 
Rockefeller Foundation for guidance in 
the control or extinction of epidemics. 
Another illustration is the Health Or- 
ganization of the League of Nations, 
which now has a weekly telegraphic 
health report from 107 of the possible 
130 or 140 ports in those parts of 
the world whence most epidemics 
emanate. If any new infectious dis- 
ease appears anywhere, this oracle 
does not have to await a delegation, 
but is apprised by cable, and at once 
broadcasts information and advice. 
Even the fact of an infection on a 
vessel at sea may be cabled to Geneva 
and the authorities of the port of |** 
destination notified. And the notifica- 
tion will be inspired by the advice 
of some scientist, perhaps unknown 


and remote in time and place, who} 


has discovered the cause of the plague 
and the means of its extermination.

He has left the “steep of Delphos” 
long since, but other oracles have 
come with honest responses to the 
questidnings of man. Behind these 
responses are the patient labors of 
the laboratorians, of the librarians 
and of innumerable ‘students in the 
various fields of human thought and 
effort. With their assistance these 
modern oracles, who like SHELLEY’s 
Apollo in their communications “ walk 
over the mountains and the waves,” 
may say of themselves “ all prophecy, 
“all medicine are ours, all light of

medical laboratories, the American 
Association for Medical Progress has 
just published the report of a survey 
covering virtually all of the medical 
colleges and research institutes in this 
country. Without exception a policy 
which encourages inspection by any 
one who may be properly interested is 
maintained. A set of rules adopted by 
all institutions governs the custody, 
care and use of animals. 

As might be expected, they provide 
for the kind treatment, proper feediug 
and bedding, and suitable surroundings 
of the animals, usually cats and dogs. 
If they are vagrants, they are held for 
some time to be claimed by possible 
owners. No operation is performed 
without anesthetic unless this would 
cause more discomfort than not using 
it. 

While it was found to be true that 
all animal rooms are open to respon- 
sible visitors, and.that officers of hu- 


mane societies are especially welcome; 
it also appears that a certain class of 
visitor ts not preferred. Those who 
have never seen an operation on a hu- 
man being have no standard of com- 
parison. They cannot appreciate the 
similarity between the methods used 
on persons and on animals and do uot 
realize the precautions taken —

Louisa Lee Schuyler was the last to pass 
away of a triad of noble women with whom 
our community—and I think I may say the 
nation at large—has been singularly blessed.

Rice were the other two. 

Miss Schuyler and Mrs. Rice were two of 
the original trustees selected by Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage as trustees of her Russell Sage 
Foundation. Mrs. Lowell undoubtedly would

Others will undoubtedly describe many of 
Miss Schuyler’s relations to humanitarian 
work.

Prohibition and Wages. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the advertisement of Professor Fisher's 
book, ‘‘Prohibition at Its Worst,’’ the learned 
professor says: ‘‘We find that ‘real’ wages 
of labor per hour, after making due allow- 
ance for changes in the purchasing power of 
the dollar, increased 36 per cent. between 
July, 1914, and January, 1925; also that 
most of this sudden: improvement came im- 
mediately after prohibition.’’ 

I think this is an unwarranted assumption. 
The reason for the increase in real wages 
may be dscribed to the following chain of 
circumstances, all perfectly well known to 
Professor Fisher: 

The demand from Europe of vast quanti- 
ties of supplies during the war changed 


. America’s international position from debtor 


to creditor. The vast increase in our stock 
of gold (due to the same cause), and the 
increased efficiency of our credit system 
due to the Federal Reserve System, which 
began. operations in 1914, laid the founda- 
tions of our present prosperity. Enlarge- 
ment of our plant facilities to take care of 
war orders and further enlargement since, 
an increase of prime movers, automobiles, 
roads and rallroad equipment, all these 
things have contributed. 

In addition to this we must take into ac- 
count the greater efficiency of managers 
and, within the last four years, workers, as 
is evidenced by the operating ratio of the 
railroads; technical improvements by engi- 
neers and chemists, and an increase in pop- 
ulation—rather a paradox, but true never- 
theless. The part played by the improved 
relations between. employers and employes 
cannot be overlooked. 

Prohibition was only a minor factor oper- 
ating after the major economic factors were 
in operation. Surely these matters cannot 
be unknown to the author of “The Making 
of Index Numbers.” ARTHUR BEB. KING.

NE W ZEALAND SEES

Commissioner for New Zealand, at a 
luncheon at the Royal Colonial Insti- 


‘tute. 


Eighty-five per cent. of the New Zea- 
landers’ automobiles came from Amer- 
ica, he said, ‘‘and most of the $21,250,- 
000 spent for them last year went into 


the pockets of Uncle Sam,” while not. 


15 per cent. went into British pockets. 
‘He deplored the fact that money, 
which, he said, should come to Eng- 
land to give émployment to thousands 
should go into alien pockets. 
Declaring that American films are 


doing great harm in New Zealand, Sir 


James said that there were 350 cine- 
mas, where cheap American pictures 
were being shown. Of the films exhib- 
ited, 95 per cent. were supplied by 
American producers and not 2 per cent, 
were of British origin. 

“Are New Zealanders to be completé- 
ly Americanized?’’ he asked. 


“The films are a great educational 
factor,’’ he continued, ‘‘and it is not 
good to see these rubbishy American 
pictures, which do not increase Brit- 
ish prestige. New Zealanders would 
gladly see British pictures, but they 
cannot get them. 

“From New Zealand and Australia 
$112,500 went weekly for the rental of 
films last year to America, which was 
a stranglehold of the industry owing 
to the block booking system. Among 
all the hig topics for the forthcoming 
imperial conference there is hardly one 
of such importance as that of the 
film industry. The Government is keen- 
ly alive to the position, but the reply 
of the film industry here is a non pos- 
sumus. 

“For many years I was Minister of 
Education in New Zealand. Much of 
the good work done in the schools of 
that country is often prejudiced, if not 
nullified, by the pernicious effects of 
poor films which can have nothing but 
‘the worst possible effect upon. the 
imagination of young people. There 
should be a ruthless campaign against

Police Clear Reds From Public 
Galleries After Spectators Hurl 
Books on Lawmakers. ,

BERLIN, Oct, 12.—The Prussian Diet 


was turned into a battlefield again 
today on the occasion of the second 
reading of the bill designed to adjust 
Hohenzollern claims for indemnity 
against the Prussian State. The meas- 
ure won out on the first ballot, 210 
Deputies voting for it and only 38 
Communists voting against it. Social- 
ists and Hanoverians abstained from 
voting. 

The voting followed eight hours of ~ 
unbroken violence, culminating in a 
hand-to-hand battle between the Red 
Deputies: and the other legislators. 
Several participants were slightly 
wounded by fists and ink bottles. and 
other missiles, and the whole Diet was 
hoarse from shouting. 

Early in the day the Communist 
members made the sitting a mass 


| meeting for the promotion of ,world 


revolution. Having provoked so much 
tumult that no speaker could be heard 
by the official stenographers, the 
sitting had to be suspended when the 
Red Deputies joined with a host of 
their unemployed partisans in the 
public galleries in singing the “‘Interna- 
tional.’’ Both on the floor, where pan- 
demonium and fisticuffs had sup- 
planted the order of the day from the 
start, and among the ragged and 
scowling mob thronging the galleries, 
incendiary speeches denouncing the 
former Kaiser, the present republic 
and all things capitalistic were bawled 
out by Bolshevist agitators. 


Reds Denounce Settlement Plan. 


The Communists put their leathern 
throats and iron lungs to work as 
soon as the Diet was convened. Like 
a wolf pack in full cry, they barked 
forth a ‘steady stream of invective 
against anybody and everybody con- 
cerned in the proposed settlement be- 
tween the former reigning house and 
the State of Prussia. ‘‘Criminals, blood- 
suckers, murderers,’’ were among the 
feebler epithets they applied to the 


| Hohenzollerns. The monarchistic Right 


was driven to a frenzy of rage by this 
chorus of insults. Below the Speaker’s 
rostrum encounters leading to ex- 
changes of blows were frequent. 

' Whenever there was a lull in the up- 
roar one of the Communist leaders 
would propose some motion calling for 
an immediate vote, with the-object of 
delaying the debate on the Hohen- 
zollern compensation measure. 

Deputy Kasper repeated the tumbler- 
throwing act for which: he was ex- 
pelled from yesterday’s sitting, but 
this time nobody’s nose was grazed. 
The presiding officer decreed his ex- 
pulsion and that of another Commu- 
nist whose violence took the form of 
bombarding the Right with law books. 

Simultaneously the public galleries 
were ordered cleared. With the ap- 
pearance of several policemen in the 
galleries a furious clamor broke out 
there, and a move to assault the police 
began, noisily encouraged by the revo- 
lutionary Deputies on the _ floor. 
Screams of women -spectators, some 
of whom tossed books down on the 
heads of the embattled legislators, 
added to the din. 


Police Use Clubs in Galleries. 


At this stage the sitting was sus- 
pended and the Communist propa- 
ganda demonstration sét in. The riot- 
ous public was ejected after several 
sharp clashes, in which many heads 
came into abrupt contact with police 
clubs. After half an hour the session 
was resumed, with the galleries empty, 
but with the Reds on the floor still in 
a fighting mood. 

Veteran observets of Parliamentary 
broils are agreed that there has never 
been so violent a tumult in all the 
stormy history of German legislation. 
Before the bill finally was passed on 
the second reading the sitting had to 
be suspended twice more. Massed 
phalanxes of Communists hurled them- 


selves against groups of Deputies, try- 
ing to keep them away from the 


Speaker’s platform. The Reds laid a). 


veritable barrage of ink bottles,. blot- 
térs and other hard objects on the Na- 
tionalists. 

President Bartels of the Diet re- 
ceived a cut on his head from one of 
these flying missiles. 

Individual Communists were flung 
bodily out of the chamber at doors 
where police stood on guard. Fighting 
went on outside in the corridors, where 
policemen quickly restored order.

“The termination of the Daugherty- 
Miller trial makes this an appropriate 
time to correct mistaken impressions 
that seem to have arisen in regard to 
the American Metal Company, and we 
therefore desire to point out that the 
company has at-no ‘time been directly 
or indirectly concerned in this case. 

“Following the entrance of this coun- 
try into the war, we turned over to the 
Alien Property Crstodian the shares 
which had been deposited with us, ac- 
cording to our records, for account of 
Germans. The transfer by us of this 
minority interest was in some press 
accounts, through misunderstanding of 
the facts, erroneously referred to as 
the taking over of the company or its 
assets by the Alien Property Cus- 
todian. f 

“In December, 1919, these shares 
were sold for cash by the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian at public duction, to a 
syndicate headed by Charles D. Bar- 
ney & Co., bankers, thereby eliminat- 
ing all German interest. The proceeds 
of the sale were in September, 1921, 
without reference to this company, re- 
leased by the Alien Property Custodian 
to European claimants, and it is this 
release which was the subject of the | 
recent trial. 

“The American Metal Company and 
its assets are neither directly nor in- 
directly involved, and the matter does 
not affect the company or any one 
connected with it.’’

HUDSON SWIMMER 
COVERS 42 MILES 


Mrs. Schoemmell Is Favored by 
Warmer Weather and 
~ Calmer Water. ° 


TWO SWIMS DURING DAY 


She Has Now Covered 3914 Miles 
- Of Distance to New York In 
16 Hours 52 Minutes.

LINLITHGO, N. Y., Oct. 12.—Fa- 
vored by warmer weather and calmer 
water, Mrs. Lotty Moore Schoemmell, 
‘the New York woman life guard who 
is swimming 160:miles from Albany 
to the Battery, reached this little vil- 
lage at 10 o’clock this morning after 
covering eight miles of water in three 
hours and twenty minutes, the dura- 
tion of her non-stop morning swim. 

The temperature at Athens, her over- 
night stop, was 41 degrees at 7 o’clock 
this morning. Snow fell in Albany, 
less than thirty miles away. Her start 
down the Hudson was delayed until 
9.18 because of her desire for a good 
night’s rest. The water she plunged 
into one mile north of Athens was 56 
degrees. 

Most of the townspeople of Athens 
were at the shore and in rowboats 
when she took off. She was coated 
with four pounds of automobile grease 
bought at a countryside garage. 
the swim started she has used twenty- 
four pounds of grease. Seixas, 
her trainer, has found it impossible to 
buy the wool fat she customarily 
uses. 


Covers Three Miles in an Hour. 
Her first hour in the water put her 
three milés ddwn-stream, but by that 
time the coating of grease had dis- 


appeared almost entirely, A _ slight 


breeze made the water a little choppy, 
but the warm sun overhead raised the 


Mal swimmer’s spirits. 


Members of her party stayed out on 
deck all day forthe first ‘time since 
Sunday. On the launch Idle Hour 
a portable phonograph play 
latest records. Mrs. Schoemmell is an 
accomplished pianist and violinist and 
enjoys music while she is swimming 

In the next two hours and. rwants 
minutes she put five miles behind 
her. Her 19-year-old brothcr, Ernest. 
a life guard in the New York Life 
Saving Service, swam with her toward 
the end of the morning. About 12:30 
o’clock the tide began to change from 
ebb to flood. : 

She boarded the launch at 12:40. 
After eating a hearty lunch she came 
on deck wrapped in blankets and 
stretched out in the sun. The boat re- 
turned upstream to Linlithgo, where it 
tied up to await the next tide at 7 
o’clock. 


Swims Four Miles at Night. 


Mrs. Schoemmell entered the water 
again at 8 o’clock tonight, eight miles 


north of Saugerties, and swam four 
miles in one and three-quarters hours. 
Owing to the fact that the grease on 
her right arm came off in the*course 
of her swim, she suffered severe pain 
and the cold water caused her arm to 
become numb. 

Mrs. Schoemmell has swum in all 
thirty-nine and one-half miles. Her 
time for the total distance has been 
16 hours and 52 minutes. She‘ will 
continue her swim tomorrow morning: 

Mrs. Schoemmell saii that the water 
seemed slightly warmer than when 
she started from .Albany. She ex- 
pected to make her best day’s dis- 
tance today with night swimming. 
A searchlight on the boat at night 
played on her continually in~ the 
water. During the day the launch 
runs ahead to point the course and 
the two skiffs direct Mrs. Schoemmell. 
At night, however, the~three craft 
| stay close to her, making their way 
down stream by lighthouse flashes 
and buoys. 

Her only physical ailment is her sore 
eyes, which are still irritated from a 
bit of automobile grease that — in 
them yesterday.

VICTOR LEADS ALL THE WAY 


Has Rival Groggy Many Times 
as He Punishes Him With 
Sharp Lefts and Rights. 


WILLS WARNED REPEATEDLY 
Crowd Boos as He Uses Back-Hand 


Punch and Commits Other 
infractions of Rules. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


The ‘widely advertised heavyweight 
Menace passed from the fistic horizon 
last night when Harry Wills, New 
Orleans boxer, went down in defeat 
before Jack Sharkey, Boston heavy- 
weight, a former Jack Tar of Uncle 
Sam's, before 40,000 -wild-eyed fight 
fans at Ebbets Field. 

The end came in the thirteenth round 
ef a scheduled fifteen-round battle 
which was desperately, viciously, sav- 
agely fought, a spectacular struggle 
to death. Forty-three seconds after 
the thirteenth session. started Referee 
Patsy Haley, a gray-haired pigmy 
alongside the two giants, stepped be- 
tween the pair, waved them apart 
from a clinch, and went right on wav- 
ing in the direction of Wills, forcing 
the negro heavyweight to his corner, 
disqualified for fouling. 

Wills’s disqualification came as a 
conséquence of his repeated use of the 
back-hand blow and his offense in hit- 
ting on the breaks. It was for back- 
handing, or hitting with the heel of 
his glove, and for twice striking 
# Sharkey in the face with short right 
crosses after Referee Haley ordered 
the embattled pair to break from a 


clinch, that Haley disqualified Wills. 

“T disqualified Wills for pulling his 
arm and hand back and using his right 
in a backhand blow in the clinches and 
for hitting twice in this round after 
being ordered to break,”’ said Referee 
Haley after halting the battle. “I 
warned him no less than ten times 
during the fight. I could do nothing 
else.’’ 


Sharkey Well in Lead. 


Of the twelve rounds that preceded: 


the final one, the Boston battler had 
won ali and was well in the lead in 
the’ thirteenth. At times he had Wills 
60 groggy that after several rounds the 
colored boxer started to the wrong 


corner. The fans were startled at the 
poor showing of Wills who was un- 
able to do anything but clinch. He 
was badly beaten and left the ring a 
battered boxer. 

Thus with a flourish of his hand, 
Patsy Haley, featherweight fighter of 
years ago and now one of the best 
referees in boxing, waved out of the 
pugilistic picture a man who for seven 
years occupied the unique position of 
being recognized as the foremost chal- 
lenger. for a title whose possessor 
steadfastly refused or was prevented 
from meeting him. The man who 
made capital to the point of being now 
independently wealthy out of the con- 
tention that Jack Dempsey feared him 
is now out of the running, eliminated 
before he could launch a similar cam- 
paign against Gene Tunney, successor 
to Dempsey. 

At the ringside and out among the 
wast throng people marveled at this 
taming of the Brown Panther, who last 
night was nothing more than a lamb. 
They pondered more over the question 
of Dempsey’s delinqguence and won- 
dered just why the recently: deposed 
heavyweight king never fought Wills 
for the title. 

None who saw last night’s battle can 
doubt that Dempsey would have anni- 
hilated Wills four years ago, three 
years ago, two years ago, or a year 
ago. It is to be regretted that Demp- 
sey never got the chance, because now 
it will always be a source of argu- 
ment this question of whether Demp- 
sey or Wills was the better man. 


Pounded to a Pulp. 


The passing of Wills was tragic. 


Pounded to a bleeding hulk, blinded by 
the fury of Sharkey’s attack, bewil- 
dered under the lash of his rival's 
rain of rights and lefts, wabbling re- 


peatedly during the bout, Wills was 
the object of the crowd’s sympathy. 

The spectators marveled at the 
spectacle of Wills stripped of all pre- 
tense, revealed as just an ordinary 
fighter, an awkward, lumbering, cum- 
bersome. giant, an old man shorn of 
all boxing skill save that one great 
requisite which always has been his— 
brute strength. 

While for Wills the result was piti- 
ful, for Sharkey it was the occasion 
for an overpowering joy. Tears trick- 
led down the face of the youngster 
from Boston as he stepped across the 
Tring to grasp the hand of the con- 
quered and cowed and humiliated Wills 
when the decision was announced. He 
Was overcome with emotion this lad 
who had stepped in where others had 
feared to tread. 

Sharkey was smiling through his 
tears as he gripped Wills’s hand. And 
the negro, stunned and bewildered 
under the blows of his rival as well 
as by the resuit, was impassive. He 
took his disqualification and defeat 
resignedly. He murmured not a word 
of protest nor did Paddy Mullins, man- 
ager of Wills, the silver-haired warrior 
who not so long ago threatened to 
punch the nose of Dempsey in the

tion. Wills, desperate as the bout pro- 
gressed and his defeat looming more 
certain, became almost contemptuous 
of the ring rules as the battle dragged 
along and he continued to wilt under 
the impact of Sharkey’s blows. 

He was warned repeatedly for viola- 
tion of the rules and was the instiga- 
tor of violations. at all times. 

If anything, the disqualification was 
an injustice to Sharkey, for it robbed 
him of a hollow victory on points and 
a possible knockout. The Boston lad 
battered Wills through everyone of the 
twelve rounds which preceded the dis- 
qualification and was pounding Wills 
as the finish neared and there were 
indications that Wills would go down 
to a knockout defeat. 

It was not even close. From the 
first bell, Sharkey beat Wills, winning 
every round because he was a better 
boxer and a better all-round fighter. 
The negro, forced for the first time in 
recent years strictly to observe the 
rules; deprived of the advantage his, 
strength gave him because he was 
prevented from holding and hitting, 
was shorn thereby of his effectiveness, 
and- he was revealed as a helpless, 
floundering old man of the ring. His 
thirty-six years -weighed heavily on 
his ‘shoulders as he lumbered forward 
awkwardly. 

Wills’s attempts at landing with 
blows at long range were awkward. 
Though he  out-weighed Sharkey 
twenty-six pounds and towered two 
inches above the chunky Lithuanian 
from Boston, his age discounted these 
advantages. 

Sharkey, who is twenty-four years of 
age, showed himself a man who was 
unafraid and had the confidence of 
Tunney against the Dempsey of Phil- 
adelphia. To these desirable essentials 
of the ring, Sharkey added a boxing 
speed, cleverness, skill and brilliance 
which overshadowed anything that 
Wills could offer. 


Hits Rival at Will. 


With his lightness of foot, his shift- 
iness of hand and a bobbing, weaving, 


crouching style, Sharkey was a puz- 
zling target for Wills from the first 
bell, and he was always in position to 
tag Wills with gtraight left jabs or 
hooks to the head which bothered 
Wills considerably. 

The effect of these punches was 
manifest at the finish, when Wills 
streamed blood from his nose and 
mouth, from a cut under the right 
eye and from another cut over the 
left eye. Never has Wills been man- 
handled in such fashion. 

In the very first round Sharkey 
staggered Wills. After subjecting the 
negro to a fire of left jabs Sharkey 
suddenly crossed two left hooks to the 
* and Wills’s knees sagged ominous- 
ly, but he pulled himself together be- 
cause Sharkey was wild. WiHs tried 
to return the fire of his rival, but he 
floundered and was awkward as a 
novice. 

Raked by the fire of his rival in the 
second round, Wills was warned for 
holding ar hitting. He was booed 
by the.crowd for the same offense. He 
was warned also for hitting with his 
left after being ordered to break. And 
all the time he was being peppered 
and pounded to the head and body 
by Sharkey's two-fisted fire, and at 
the end of the round, in a quandary, 
Wills started walking to the wrong 
corner. 

He started walking to the wrong 
corner in a number of rounds there- 
after. | 

Wills cut Sharkey’s left eye with a 
right to the head in the third session. 
But this was one of the few clean 
blows at long range that Wills landed 
through the fight, and it was more or 
less of an accident, for he connected 
as Sharkey tore in recklessly. 

Sharkey carried the third session and 
in the fourth Wills came near being 
knocked out. He was stung by a right 
which grazed the jaw and he was be- 
wildered as Sharkey ripped and tore 
at him. He was saved, however, by 
Sharkey’s wildness, for, in his eager- 
ness, the Hub lad was inaccurate with 
his blows. Sharkey, however, hooked 
wicked lefts to the body and with a 
left hook to the jaw had Wills all at 
sea when the gong rang the end of 
the round. 

Through the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds Sharkey pounded and battered 
Wills and outboxed and outfought the 
negro at every turn. He had Wills 
staggering in the fifth and weary in 
the sixth and seventh. In the seventh, 
too, Sharkey cut Wills under the right 
eye with a left hook, and the optic 
started to close under subsequent 
pounding. 

In the eighth round Sharkey cut 
Wills over the left eye, and Wills, 
desperate and looking for relief from 
this onslaught, claimed a foul when 
Sharkey drove a left to the body. The 
ringsiders hooted Wills and Referee 
Haley ignored his claim. In the ninth 
round Sharkey, fighting desperately 
for a knockout victory, punished Wills 
severely and had the negro spouting 
blood from both eyes and from the 
nose and mouth. 


Tenth a Trying Round. ‘ 


The tenth was a harrowing round for 
Wills. He was rocked and staggered 
under a pitiless fire and saved himself 
from going down only because he held 


fast to Sharkey. The Hub fighter 
hooked a right to the jaw and Wills’s 
knees caved under him. The Boston 
lad hooked a left to the jaw and Wills 
went backward, staggering, helpless. 
Sharkey ripped murderous rights and 
lefts to the body and Wills clinched 
tenaciously. 

In the eleventh round Wills was 
cagey and Sharkey was inaccurate in 
his eagerness, but the Boston boy 
landed several telling blows near the 
close of the session and again had 
Wills reeling as the gong rang. 

Wills fought desperately in the twelfth 
session. He was warned for fouling 
with a left, then with aright. Then he 
was warned for using the back-hand 
blow in the clinches. But all the time 
Sharkey piled into his rival, pressing 
Wills back and almost through the 
ropes. Sharkey was continuing this 
attack in the thirteenth session when, 
after forty-three seconds of action, 
Referee Haley justifiabl y disqualified 
Wills for using the back’ hand and for 
twice, after 
the break.

He 
was attended by his manager, Johnny 
Buckley, Harry Kelly and Tony Palla- 
zola. Wills came in a minute later. His 
chief second was his manager, Paddy 
Aullins. Sharkey talked over the radio 
from the ringside, but Wills declined 
the invitation.

RAPID RISE IN RING 


Started Career in 1922, bat Only 
Begun to Gain Promis.ence 
Daring Past Year.

Jack Sharkey, Boston sailor, who won 
from Harry Wills on a foul in the thir- 
teenth round at Ebbets Field last night, 
is a Lithuanian and was born in 1903. 
The Bostonian has been fighting for 
four years, but it was not until the 
past year that he gained recognition. 
Jim Maloney, also of Boston, was 
placed much higher in the ranking and 
was at one time considered one of the 
most promising of the young crop of 
heavyweights. Sharkey dispelled this 
by winning on a foul in two rounds, 
and then, to demonstrate his superior- 
ity over his Boston rival, he won a 
ten-round decision in the return bout. 

The Bostonian, comparatively an un- 
known until the past year, has com- 
piled an impressive record in his last 
ten bouts. His final victory before the 
match with Wills last night was 
gained at the expense of George God- 
frey, for years a persistent. challenger 
of Harry Wills, who in turn concen- 
trated his energies in trying to get 
Jack Dempsey into the ring. Sharkey, 
much to the surprise of many of the 
boxing experts, easily won the decision 
from Godfrey in Boston, and it was 
mainly on the strength of this show- 
ing that he gained the bout with 
Wills.

-—Michelson is Second.

Clarence De Mar, thirty-eight-year 
old distance runner of Melrose, Mass., 
won the second New. York-to-Port 
Chester marathon yesterday afternoon. 
The former national champion and 
four-time winner of the Boston mara- 
thon loped a Liberty Square in 
Port Chester, at the end of the 26 
miles and 385 yards race, more than a 
mile ahead of Albert Michelson of the 
Cygnet A. C., who won the inaugural 
of the event last year. De Mar’s time 
was 2:38:30 3-5. William Kennedy, an- 
other Cygnet A. C. runner, was third. 
Michelson’s time was 2:44:47 4-5 and 
Kennedy’s 2:52:01 1-5. Kennedy is well 
over 40 years of age, so that it was 
another example years having no 
effect on endurance. 

From Columbus Circle, where the 
race started, up Fifth Avenue and 
along the main auto routes of the 
Sound towns and cities to Port Chester 
a throng estimated at several hundred 
thousands over the entire course saw 
the contest. De Mar was the centre 
of a double line of humanity through 
most of the distance from New Ro- 
chelle to Port Chester. In the square 
at’ the finish of the race thousands 
stood, as they had stood in the public, 
squares of Pelham, Bronxville, Harri- 
son, Rye and other towns along the 
road, to cheer on the leader and even- 
tually the victor. Motorists through- 
out the entire route stopped their cars 
and tooted horns as the leader and then 
the parade of harriers went past. 


Time Considered Fast. 

De Mar’s time, while about ten min- 
utes slower than that of Michelson last 
year, was considered very fast, as he 
had little competition throughout much 


of the going. The winner yesterday 
watched Michelson’s heels throughout 
most of the race a year ago and was 
distanced at the finish by about 600 
yards. 

De Mar yesterday. turned the tables 
on Michelson and was never headed 
from the time he took the lead at 110th 
Street and Fifth Avéliue in New York. 
Michelson gave him a battle through- 
out much of the early running, but 
from the time he stopped for refresh- 
ment at Mamaroneck it was De Mar’s 
race by a big margin. Michelson was 
only about fifty yards back at this 
time, but he dropped further and fur- 
ther in the ruck as De Mar reeled off 
the miles without faltering. 

‘Fourth honors went to Percy Wyer 
of Toronto, Canada, who finished on 
the heels of Kennedy. In fifth place 
was Arthur Javrin, a New York Uni- 
versity freshman, running in the colors 
of the Glencoe A. C. Frank Zuna and 
Charles Mellor, both prominent dis- 
tance runners, dropped out of the ¢on- 
test about the fifteenth mile. 

The team prize went to the Cygnet 
A. C. of Port Chester, as it did last 
year. It was credited with a total of 
twelve points, four ‘fess than the total 
for the United States Army team from 
the Carial Zone, which finished second. 
The Monarch A. C. of Toronto took 
third honors. 

William Muldoon of the New York 
State Athletic Commission. started the 
race at Columbus Circle. When he 
fired the starting gun sixty-three men 
left the mark. Only thirty finished. 
The route was east on Fifty-ninth 
Street to Fifth Avenue and north to 
the head of Fifth Avenue at 138th 
Street.

‘Scant Basis for Dobie’s 
Habitual Pessimism.

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 12.—There is a 
method in the madness of Gilmour 
Dobie. The prince of pessimism of the 
football world is absolutely sincere in 
his disparaging estimates of his mate- 
rial at Cornell, but at the same time 
there is a purpose in his mournful 


lucubrations. 

Dobie’s eight years as coach at 
Washington, during which time the 
games his teams lost. could be counted 
on one hand, is mainly responsible for 
his addiction to Schopenhauer. It is 
only natural that he should reach the 
conclusion that civilization is deterio- 
rating when he compares the men he 
has to work with at Ithaca with the 
magnificent physical specimens who 
reported to him on the Pacific Coast. 

The squad of forty men who worked 
on Schoellkopf Field today was a 
fine-looking lot, physically on a par 
with the average college outfit, but 
you can’t convince Dobie there are any 
more good football players since he 
Was spoiled at Washington. 

At least he doesn’t believe that there 
are any at Cornell. They have to use 
too much time toeing the scholastic 
mark to have much time or energy for 
anything else when they report at 5 
© clock for their practice under flood 

lights. 

Convinced that his material is below 
standard, Dobie has no hesitation in 
letting his men know it. No Cornell 
team has ever gone into a game that 
it has not been told that it hasn't a 
prayer, unless it plays its head off, 
even against the weakest of focs. The 
fact that his eleven goes out and runs 
up ‘scores of 90-0 doesn’t discourage 
him in the least. They get the same 
lecture before the next game, 


No Overconfidence, 


No Cornell team is ever likely to be 
handicapped by overconfidence, and it 
is Dobie’s purpose to see that it does 


not, even though he honestly believes 
that there is never any reason for it 
to have any. 

The Cornell coach doesn’t believe 
there is any reason this year. He 
doesn’t think much of this Big Red 
team. There isn’t a natural football 
player in the Jot, he says. Then he 
will tell you what a husky, scrappy 
team Williams brought to Ithaca last 
Saturday. Cornell managed to nose 
ahead and beat Williams 49-0, but still 
it isn’t a good team. Dobie aoesn’t 
believe it is; he honestly doesn’t. 

But there are others here who think 
differently. They rate this Cornell 
eleven as better than last year’s, 
which, while it lost two games, played 
@ splendid game in the line and was 
practically impenetrable to the attack 
of all foes except Dartmouth. 

John Charles Wheeler, for instance, 
an alumnus who has followed almost 
every game tor the last twenty years, 
thinks there are great potentialities in 
this Big Red outfit. From tackle to 
tackle the line looms as one of the best 
in the East, and when it is remem- 


bered that neither Geneva nor Niagara | 


ever got inside Cornell’s 30-yard line 
and that Williams was able to make 
only two first downs, it becomtes evi- 
dent that Dobie, as usual, has built a 
powerful forward wall. 

In Captain Emerson Cary and Ralph 
Munns, Cornell has two outstanding 
guards of the country. John Anderson, 
a 200-pound giant from last year’s 
freshman team, who stands over six 
feet in his stockings, is as good a 
tackle as any coach could ask for, and 
Sam Evans, a letter man who played 
on the 1924 varsity and was out most 
of last season with injuries, is another 
atalwart tackle. 


Tackle Material Strong. 
Kearney was one of the best men 
in the East at the position last year 
and Dave Hill was also strong, but 


their absence will not be missed 
greatly with Anderson and Evans on 
deck and Cyrus Pyle, another giant, 
in reserve. 

Rapuano won the centre assignment 
over Affeld last year although the 
latter was the biggest man on the 
squad and had two years’ experience. 
Rapuano is small for a centre, but he 
knows his job and he is holding it 
down again in a manner to give Dobie 
ho cause for worry. 

It is on the ends that Dobie must 
concentrate, and here, indeed, is 
ground for concern. Cornell has sel- 
dom been blessed with strong wings 
and this year is no exception.- Fen-

have both passed on, leaving Schu- 
macher, Schreck and Sassebaum to fill 
the gaps. None of these men has had 
much experience and while they are 
large enough they are not fast enough, 
particularly down field.

With a line stronger from tackle to 
tackle than last year’s, Dobie also has 
a better-looking back field. Last year’s 
carriers were mediocre.

This year the combination of Butter- 
field at quarter, Hoekelman and Bal- 
dersion at the halves and Molinet at 
fullback have shown more power on 
the attack and greater defensive 
strength, particularly against the for- 
ward pass. 

Backs Rugged Enough. 

None of these four is a shifty run- 
ner and none has natural ability, but 
they are of good ize, rugged enougn 
to smash the line, and, provided with 
Dobie’s matchless off-tackle play, with 
the perfect timing and concentration 
of power on one point, they will be a 
hard combination to stop. ‘The inter- 
ference and clean-up work by both 
backs and guards swinging out of line 
ds beautiful to watch.

Funeral services for Mrs. Hornsby 
will be held tomorrow afternoon and 
burial will be in the family plot. 

Hornsby returned to his home con- 
soled by the knowledge that he had 
carried out the dying wish of his 
mother—that he remain with his team 
through the world series. She had 
been denied, an often-expressed hope 
that she might live to see the outcome 
of the series, although she was posi- 
tive in her predictions that her son’s 
team would be victorious. 

An invalid for eleven years, it was 
the interest in her son’s career that 
was credited by attendants with great- 
ly prolonging her life. 

Hornsby’s drawn features bore evi- 
dence of the sorrow and strain he has 
undergone and the curious avoided in- 
trusion after he had been taken to his 
aunt’s home.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 12.—Mexico 
City celebrated Columbus Day with 
the opening of a series of athletic 
games here today among Mexico, 
Cuba, and Guatemala. 

President Calles, accompanied by the 
Cuban and Guatemalan Ministers, 
launched the games at rioon when he 
raised the national banner and de- 
clared the first Central American 
Olympic meet open. 

Preceded by schoolgirls dressed in 
Indian costumes, the athletes marched 


}around the stadium while military 


bands played the national anthems of 
the three countries. 

The games were organized by the 
Department of Public Education, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Puig Casa- 
raunc, who invited all the countries of 
Central America to send their best 
athletes, 

Honduras, Costa Rica, Nicaragua 
and Salvador accepted the invitation, 
but later informed Mexico that it 
would be impossible to send delegates. 
It is said that the conflict between 
the Catholic Church and the Calles 
Government was responsible for their 
withdrawal. : 

Cuba sent fifty-six .men, including 
track, swimming, baseball and baslxet- 
ball teams, Three American coaches 
accompany the Cuban athletes. 

Guatemala has fifteen athletes here, 
with a native coach. Mexico has a 
large number. 

Owing to the altitude of Mexico City 
it is aot expected that any records 
will be broken during the meei, al- 
though three Tahumare Indians from 
the mountains in the State of Chinua- 
hua .have been training for the i00- 
kilometer race and many Mexicaas 
think that one of them may break 
the world’s record for that distance.

IN SOUTH AMERICA| 


Share of the Export Business 
Larger Than Before the War, 
Says Franklin Johnston.

Franklin Johnston, publisher of the 











} American Exporter, returned yester- 


day on the Western World of the 
Munson Line from an extended tour 
of South America during which, he 
said, he interviewed 300 leading mer- 
chants of Buenos Aires; Brazil and 

AJruguay, who are handling American 
roducts. 

Not only do we have a much larger 
share. of the total export: trade of 
South America than before the war,”’ 
said Mr, Johnston, ‘‘but the sentiment 
of the many merchants I met made it 
clear that our share is likely to in- 
In many cases the price dif- 
ferentials formerly in favor of Europe 
have grown less and, as a matter of 
fact, in cheap goods I heard rather 
more about local competition from 
Seuth American factories than I did 
of European competition. 

‘The South American markets are 
realizing more d\.more the advan- 
tages of good ucts rather than 
cheap prices. Some European orders 
taken at low prices have not worked 
out successfully. 

“For example, the story is told of 
some German locomotives bought by 
one of the countries. Some of these 
were so wide that they could not pass 
each other on the tracks. 

‘One hardware importer told me that 
of all certain tools imported 80 per 
cent. comes from one American fac- 
tory and 20 per cent. from all the 
rest of the world. Another importer 
told me that one line of American 
machinery would get the business at 
double the price of any competition, 80 
great@s its prestige. 

“T also learned that the agent of an 
American hardware line whose manu- 
facturers have recently opened a Ger- 
man factory as well, receive many or- 
ders which specify that the goods must 
come from the American factory, even 
if the price is higher than if made at 
the German plant. 

“In certain lines we have almost a 
complete monopoly, for example in au- 
tomobiles. No less than 98 per cent. 
‘of all the automobiles being sold in 
Argentina today are American. Traf- 
fic congestiOn is becoming acute in 
Buenos Aires, and to a lesser extent 
in Rio de Janiero and Sao Paulo, both 
of which cities have installed signal 
light control. 

Before the war we were not large ex- 
but now American 
toys are extremely _popular in South 
America, especially“wheeled toys. One 
Buenos Aires retailer told me that in 
one day during the last holidays he 
aold $36,000 worth of toys. 

“Practically all the radio ‘sets sold in 
South America are American, the Eu- 
ropean sets formerly sold having 
dropped out of the market. 

“I was in Argentina during the an- 
nual rural exposition and cattle show 
in Buenos Aires, at which some of the 
finest blooded stock in the world was 
on show. Few American-bred cattle 
were in evidence, but on the other 
handwnost of the farm machinery at 
the exposition was American.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—One of the 

most remarkable tributes from one na- 

\ tion to another will be formally deliv- 
ered Thursday, when President Cool- 
,idge will receive 100 albums.containing 

e signatures of 6,000,000 Polish citi- 
‘gens as a testimonial on the 150th an- 
piversary of American independence. 

The volumes will be presented to the 

_ President by a delegation from the 

-. Polish Government headed by Leo- 
pold Kotnowski, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Sesquicentennial Celebration of 
Poland, and Professor Iwanowski, a 
member of the same committee. The 
signatures include those of people of all 
walks of life, Government officials, 
local and provincial authorities, uni-» 
versity and professional men and 
‘others, including 1,000,000 school chil- 
dren. They represent one-sixth of the 
population of Poland, or about one 
name for each Polish family. 

The President also will receive from 
the Polish people a specially struck 
commemorative gold medal. Only three 
of these medals were struck. One of 
‘the remaining two, in silver, will be 
re to West Point and the other 

to Secretary Hoover. 

The hundred albums were completed 
prior to July 4 last, which was de- 
clared a national holiday - in Poland. 
‘The first volume, which. contains the 
names of Government and official 
sonages, contains an address to the 

- American people which says, in part, 
that.the American national holiday 
“finds a warm reverberation over the 
whole world, and especially: in our
